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In 1972, the first Disney Entertainment Work Experience programs 
were instituted at Disneyland and Walt Disney World. Asa result 40 
students were selected from the 400 applicants and invited to per- 
form as the All-American College Marching Bands in both Magic 
Kingdoms. However, this wasn't to be just a summer job — it was a 
learning experience for those students involved. 

Today, the principles of the program remain very much the same 
as they were in 1972. Now the program includes over a hundred 
participants (56 at Walt Disney World) and covers the areas of music, 
dance, singing and acting. The aim of the program is to provide 
students of the theatrical and musical arts an opportunity to.work in 
a professional atmosphere while receiving valuable learning expe- 
rience. . . not only through their work but through special seminars 
and lectures. 

Participants for the program must fulfill two qualifications: they 
must be 18 years old and currently enrolled as a college freshman, 
sophomore or junior, and they must pass an audition held by the 
Disney Entertainment Division. in 13 cities throughout the United 
States. This year, over 4000 students auditioned for the program. 

There are three groups at Walt Disney World this summer. The 
All-American College Marching Band represents some of the finest 
musicians playing some of the best interpretations of band music 
you'll ever hear. The All-American College Singers, backed by the 
All-American College Showband, offer a 40-minute show that tells 
the audience how the students came to be in the show at Walt 
Disney World. This show features some dazzling dance routines, 
some excellent music by the Showband and a guest appearance by 
Mickey Mouse. In Lake Buena Vista and in the Magic Kingdom at 
various times of the day, you'll find the All-American College 
Players. In the afternoon the Players take their mobile stage out into 
the Magic Kingdom and perform, In the evening you'll find them 
“disguised” as “The Doo-Dah Delta Dock and Dance Company 
appearing in Cattail Capers” on the Pottery Chalet stage in the 
Walt Disney World Village. 


Apart from this unique experience to learn and practice the skills 
of entertainment, our students take this opportunity to develop 
friendships with their fellow performers. In this program of hard 
work and education, they seem to find time to enjoy the entire 
experience, making their summer a summer of fun as well. We hope 
you'll find time to see these performances and enjoy them as much 
as the students presenting the show do.

William Wilson (pictured left) of Contemporary Maintenance designed a 
simple corner brace for shower doors in the bathrooms of our resort rooms. This 
idea eliminates nearly all the daily wear and tear on these doors as well as 
making the shower safer for our guests. 

Samuel Vardanian (pictured center) from our Resort Merchandise area 
noticed that often price changes in merchandise would go unnoticed when 
new stock was delivered. Sam suggested that any price increases should be 
noted on the printouts that accompany new merchandise — a measure that is 
simple to implement but saves money through improved efficiency and better 
cost control. 

Fantasyland Maintenance’s George Beach (pictured right) suggested using 
standardized colored tags to identify the status of a used spare part. By using 
such a system, serviceable used parts could be repaired or reused and costly, 
and sometimes unnecessary, purchases could be avoided. In many cases, 
equipment in need of repair could be operational in a much shorter period of 
time.

Driving in the Rain 

One good way to take care of your 
car is to keep it out of accidents, and 
extra care should be taken during the 
summer storms we can expect this 
time of year. 

elf you are new to the state of 
Florida, you may not be aware that 
you are required to turn on your low 
beam headlights in the daytime at 
any time your vision is reduced to 
1,000 feet or less by fog, smoke or 
rain. Parking lights or any other aux- 
iliary lights do not meet the require- 
ment of this law. To be safe, turn on 
your headlights during any rain. 

e Don't use your four-way flashers 
while your vehicle is in motion. 
Another driver may mistake you for a 


stationary vehicle and make an un- 
necessary, and possibly dangerous, 
maneuver to avoid you. 

è Slow down during rain and allow 
more space between you and the car 
in front. Don't make any sudden 
moves with your steering wheel, 
brakes or accelerator unless abso- 
lutely necessary. If you start to skid, 
turn your wheels into the direction of 
the skid, but don’t touch the brakes 
until your car is straightened out and 
in control again. If you feel your front 
wheels “drifting” when driving on 
wet roads, you are probably hy- 
droplaning. Take your foot off the gas 
but don't brake or turn the wheel. 
Control will return as you slow down. 
e If you have to go through deep 
water, drive slowly at a constant 
speed and avoid stopping in the 
water. Once out of the water, pump 
your brakes a few times to check that 
they're still working and then drive 
slowly with your foot still lightly on 
the brake. The friction will dry them 
out. 

è Don't forget that after driving in wet 
weather, the dirt sprayed up from the 
road can cover your lights. Make 
sure you clean your headlights and 
taillights before you take your car out 
again.
